Goes Down With En- 
sine in Wreck. ~ 


Southern’s No. 37 Derailed on 
Deep Fill Near Toccoa, Ga. 
Escape of the Engineer and 
Other Trainmen Little Short 
of Miraculous. 


Toccoa, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)— 
Southern railway train No. 37, the 
New York and New Orleans limited, 


the north Broad 
2 miles south of Toccoa. 
Miraculously, no one was injured. 

Conductor Pope Barrow and En- 
gineer D. H. Fant were in charge. The 
train consisted of five Pulimans, one 
baggage car, one mail car and one 
combination baggage and Pullman. 
North Broad river fill is on a sharp 
curve, and is about 75 feet high. When 
near the middle of the fill a pair of 
trucks under the baggage or mall 
coach left the track. 

Engineer Fant noticed that 
was some trouble, and quickly re- 
versed his engine and applied the 
brakes. When almost across the fill, 
the baggage apd. mail cars left the 
track, and carried the engine with 
them, the train having by tnat time 
reauced its speed to only a few miles 
per hour. 

Lagimeer Sticks to Throttie. 

When the coiored fireman saw the 
engine leaving the track, he jumped. 
hngineer Fant stood by his tnrottie 
ang went down with the engine. The 
fill was almost crossed, ana the cars 
and engine were oniy twenty-five or 
thirty feet -below the track. 

Engineer Fant, when the engine 
stopped, extricated himself with his 
fireman before anyone could reach the 
engine.

Alleged That MailOrde s | 


Are Greatly Injuring 
Country Merchants.

. Washington, April 28.—(Special.)— 
Mail order stoves and automobiles and 
Sewing machines came in for some hard 
knocks from opponents of parcels post 
legislation in a hearing before the 
house postoffice committee this morn- 
ing. 

Chicago was said to be the head- 
quarters of these mai! order houses and 
catalogues from that city mailed all 
are said to 
ruinously affect the small merchants in 
rural sections throughout the country. 
The retafl men, through their national 
Organizations, are fighting the exten- 
gion of the present parcels post Sys- 
tem, fearing it will work to their dis- 
edvantage. 

“Mail order stoves’’ were cited as an 
evidence of how things are not what 
they seem in catalogues. George E. 
Green, secretary of the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association, of Illinois, said a 
stove weighing 309 
duplicated in one following the 
pattern, but weighing only 250 pounds, 
and nobody but an expert could see the 
difference, or detect it without weigh- 
fing the two stoves. Yet, at 5 cents a 
pound there would be $2.50 difference 
fn value of the material entering into 
the two stoves. 

‘ He said mail order sales were de@- 
eeptive, for the further reason that 
few purchasers took the freight into 
éonsideration in ordering.

Washington, April 28.—(Special.) 
An agreement was reached here 
this morning. after a@ conference be- 
tween Chairman Tawney, @f the ap- 
propriations committee. and Mayor 
Maddox. and the members of the At- 
lanta party, by which Atlanta can se- 
cure the old postoffice for a new city 
hall bullding. 

According to this plan, which will 
be submitted to the house in a bill 
drawn up by the subcommittee of the 
appropriations committee, Atlanta is 
to be given exclusive right to repur- 
chase the building at its appraised 
value, the land to be ceded back to the 
city, since it was originally given the 
government by Atlanta. The value of 
the building for municipal purposes is 
to be appraised by the secretary of 
the treasury. 

The building was erected in 1876 at 
a cost of $273.784, since which time 
$187,000 has been spent in improve- 
ments. Since the building will have 
to be. reconstructed for municipal pur- 
poses, . this investment will count for 
little in the consideration of the ap- 
praisal.

AT ChICKAMAUGA 


In All There Will Be 2.- 
940Men in CampFrom 
This State. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 28.—(Special.)— 
Announcement was made at the war 
department today that the first, second 
and fifth infantry, Georgia volunteers; 
the first and second squads of cavalry 
and batteries A and B, of the field 
artillery, would encamp from July 11 
to 20 at Chickamauga park, Georgia. 
The Georgia troops will number 2,540 
men. 

In addition, there will be at the en- 
campment at the same time the Third 
regiment (infantry) of South Carolina 
state militia, 610 men; the First North 
Carolina regiment of infantry, num- 
bering 590, including the hospital 
corps. There will also be a number of 
United States regulars, including 
eleven companies of infantry, eleven 
troops of cavalry, two batteries of 
field artillery, one signal corps com- 
pany and a half company of the hos- 
pital corps. 

Prior to the encampment of the 
Georgia and Carolina militia, the Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi and Florida militia 
will be encamped with United States

State Troops Use Bayo- 
nets on Mob. 


Assailant of Mrs. Dutton Con- 
victed and Sentenced to Hang 
on Emancipation Day —- Tre- 
mendous Mob Attempts in 
Vain to Lynch Negro. 


Thomasville, Ga., April 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Convicted on the evidence of 
his victim and his own confession to 
Sheriff Hoyston, of Tallahassee, after 
his arrest, How Harris, after a trial 
lasting only about two hours, was to- 
day found guilty of criminal assault 
upon Mrs. Effie McMillan Dutton, of 
this county, and sentenced to be 
hanged on Emancipation day. 

A Strenuous Day for Thomasville. 

This has been provably the mast 
strenuous day in the history of Thom- 
asville, and a general sigh of relief 
went up when the special pulled out 
at 4 o’clock carrying Harris to Macon 
for safe keeping until the time for his 
execution. 

After the trial this morning, Harris 
was kept closely guarded in the court- 


| house, as, in spite of the fact that he 


had been sentenced to be hanged, the 
mob was not satisfied, -but was still 
anxious to get at him. The Albany 
Guards arrived at 2 o’clock on a spe- 
cial, and the Valdosta Videttes came 
in on the special on which the pris- 
oner was carried away. 
Negro Removed from City. 

It was reported here that runners 
had been sent all around the cvuntry 
to gather up men to help lynch Harris 
tonight, and, in view.of this, it was 
decided best to carry the negro away 
as soon as possible. So, closely guard- 
ed by the Albany and Thomasville 
companies, with ths sneriff and 
deputy, to whom he was handcuffed, 
Harris was marched to the depot, and, 
although there were more than two 
thousand people there, he was placed 
in the car in safety. 

Harris, who is a black, rather thick- 
set negro, hardly seemed to realize his 
situation, though at one time he seem- 
ed pretty nervous when the mob had 
their hands on -him in the mix-up on 
Broad street on the way to the court- 
house, when four men were bayonet- 
ted and seriously injured. 

The conduct of Captain Watt, of the 
Thomasville Guards, and his men, and 
their coolness in the face or danger, is 
the theme of conversation tonight, and 


{too much cannot be said in praise of 


their courage and bravery against so 
many odds. 

Sheriff Singletary is also being high- 
ly complimented for protecting his 
prisoner in spite of the efforts of the 
mob to get him away. 

State Officials Respond Promptly. 

Prompt action on the part of the 
State troops averted seriotis’ trouble 


which had begun forming Wednesday 
night, threatened to lynch Howard 
Harris. a negro charged with at- 
tempting an assault upon a Mrs. Dut- 
ton, and who was carried to Thomas- 
ville from Florida for trial. 

According to Adjutant General Scott, 
who received the information by long 
distance telephone, the mob, shortly 
after 1 o’clock yesterday, rushed the 
line established by the soldiers and 
were met with the bayonet a driv - 
en back. It is saiq that while veral 
bayonet wounds were inflicted, none 
were seriously injured by the clash 
with the troops. 

In an effort to avoid further trouble 
the negro was hurried to Macon in a 
epecial train under military guard. 

When it was announced in Thomas- 
ville Wednesday night that the negro 
would be brought back, the mob began 
forming, and when it was seen that 
trouble would probably develop, the 
solicitor general wired Governor 
Brown late Wednesday night to call 
out the Thomasville Guards. 

The governor promptly responded to 
the request and nothing more was 
heard from Thomasville until about 10 
o'clock yesterday morning, when the 
governor and Adjutant General Scott 
were notified by Captain Watt, of the 
Guards, that the situation was threet 
ehing and that more troops were ne<«d 
ed. 

Upon authority of the governor gen 
eral Scott immediately ordered Com 
pany E, of the Fourtl battalion, a 
Albany, and Company B, of the Ilirs 
infantry, at VYValdosta,. to go to th:

DAMAGE TO CROPS 
DISCUSSED BY FINLEY 


Southern Railway President 
Says First Reports Were 
Exaggerated. 


Washington, April 28.—Damage to 
erops in the southern states east of 
the Mississippi river is not as great 
@s some of the first reports seemed to 
indicate, according to President Finley, 
of the Southern railway. He said to- 
day that reports show cotton and corn 
have suffered in the northern’ two- 
‘hirds of the states of Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Georgia, but that further 
south these crops were not injured 
and that further north they were not 
far enough advanced to be seriously 
hurt. 

“There is still ample time to replant 
both cotton and corn,” he said, “and 
if this is done extensively the final 
yield may not be greatly reduced. Re- 
ports indicate a general suspension of 
cotton seed crushing by oil mills, with 
a view to conserving the seed for 
pla@@ting. The peach crop does not 
seem to have been materially damaged. 
Melons and cantaloupes in southern 
Georgia may have to be replanted to 
some extent. Strawberries suffered 
little. No damage was done to fruits, 
vegetables or other crops in  Vir- 
ginia.”’

NEWTON TEACHERS 
DEMAND RELIEF 


Want the Legislature to 
Mend Its Way. 


Suggest That the Teachers Get 
Worst End of Appropriations. 
Other Public Servants Paid; 
They Wait. 


Covington, Ga., April 28.—(Special.) 
Teachers of Newton county, in session 
today, passed this resolution regard- 
ing suggested legislation as to the 
pay of teachers in Georgia: 

In 1870, 40 years ago, we are told, 
the legislature of Georgia, after a sées- 
sion of 150 days’ duration at the mod- 
est pay of $9 per day per member, after 
practically exhausting the treasury, 
voted that members be paid for their 
services (?) to the state by drawing 
largely from the school fund. - During 
the long period following that me- 
morable service, no succeeding legisla- 
ture has been able to recoup the for- 
tunes of the common school fund, so 
that for years it has been necessary 
for the teacher in the rural schools to 


done the previous May, or else to dis-. 
count her account against the state of 
Georgia for services honestly rendered 
with some money-lender at exorbitant 
rates. 

Is the commonwealth of Georgia s0 
poor that women who labor for their 
daily bread, receive such treatment at 
her hands? 

The eduucational fund, or some other 
fund, seems to be sufficient to promt- 
ly supply, when due, the salaries prom- 
ised the teachers in high institutions 
of learning. We have never heard of 
one of these having to wait six months 
for the salary promised. We have 
never heard of any of these institu- 
tions having to wait for the money for 
building purposes when an appropria- 
tion for the same had been made by 
the legislature. We have never heara 
of the governor, or any of the officials 
in the state capitol having to wait 
six months for their honest dues. 


Teachers Get Black Eye Always. 


We have never heard of any supreme 
or circuit court judge having to walt 
six months for the amount of the sal- 
ary which was due to be paid him. 
We have never heard of any of the 
colored porters or floor scrubbers about 
the capitol having to wait six months 
or six weeks, or even six days after 


they could draw the amount due them. 
We have never heard of any member 
of the legislature being denied his per 
diem six months, or even six minutes 
after it was due. 

We believe that the rural school 
teacher is just as truly an employee 
of the state as any of the above-men- 
tioned officials or employees, and 
just as deserving of fair and honest 
treatment.

to avert by its unanimous recommen- 
dation for legislation. If final action in 
adjusting this print paper matter with 
Canada is deferred for ratification and 
approved by congress until next win- 
ter, it is probable that the newspapers’ 
loss due to this delay will reach mil- 
lions of dollars.
